\ <b) In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view c4 an interview with an examiner,' a complete written slglemeni of the reasons presented at the 
interview as warranting favorable action must be filfid by the applicant. An interview doe$'not remove the necessity for response, to Office eclion as specified in §§ 
1.111.1.135. (35 aS.C.132) 

§ 1 ,2. Business to be transacted in writing. All business with the Patent or Trademartc Office should be transacted in writing. The persona! attendance of 
applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and Trademark Office is unnecessary. The-action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively 
on the' Written record in the 0frice:.Noiatt8nlion wifl be paid to any alleged oral promise, slipulation. or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or 
doubt. 'j ■ - :

The Interview Summary Form shall be given an appropriate paper number, placed in the right hand portion of the file, and listed on the "Contents' fist on the file 
wrapper. The docket and serial register cards need not be updated to reflect intervie^ws. In a persorial 'Interview,' the duplicate copy.of the Formis removed and given 
to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at «ie conclusion atf the inlen/iew. In the' case of a telephonic interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence 
address either with or prior to the next official communication. If additional correspondence from the. examiner is not likely before an allowance or If other circumstances 
dictate, the Form should be mailed promptly after the telephonic inlen/iew rather than with the next official communicalion. 

The Form provides for recordation of the following information:

- Name of applicant 
-Name of examiner 
-Date of interview 

- Type of interview (personal or telephonic)

; It is desireabie that the examiner .ora!ly remind the applicant of his obligation to, record the substance of the Interview in each case unless both applicant and 
ej^mlner agree th'at the examiner wilf record same. Where the examiner agrees to record the substance of the inten/iew, or, when it is adequately recorded on the 
Form or in an attachment to the Form, the examiner should check a box at the bottom of tbe'Porm informing the applicant that he need not supplement the Form by

It should be noted, however, that the interview Summary Form witJ not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview unless it includes, 
or is supplemented bv the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the substance of the interview:

Form completed by the examiner. 

5) a brief identification of the general thrust of the principal arguments presented to the examiner. The identification of arguments need not be lengthy or 
elaborats. A verbatim or highly detailed description of the arguments is not required. The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature 
or thrust of the principal arguments made to the examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applrcant may desire to 
emphasize and fully describe those arguments which he feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.

Applicant's summary of whs! took place at the inter^'jew should be carefully checked to determine the accuracy of any argument or statement attributed to the 
examiner during tho interview. If there is an inaccuracy and it bears directly on the question of patentability, it should be pointed out in the next Office letter. If the 
claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth his or her versksn of the statement attributed to him. If the record is 
complete and accurate, the examiner should place the: indication 'Inteiview record OK' on the paper recording the substance of the interview along with the date and 
the examiner's initials. " . r 
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
